THE  WORSHIPFUL  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS, 

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  twenty-second  Annual  Report 
since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration* 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  local  health  services,  and  with  the  amalgamation  of  the 
former  Todmorden  and  Brighouse  divisions,  he  now  has  similar  functions 
and  responsibilities  in  respect  of  the  other  seven  districts  in  the 
enlarged  division,  which  includes  all  the  County  area  served  by  the 
Halifax  Hospitals*, 

The  birth  rate  in  1968  was  15  9  8  per  thousand  which  is  an  average 
figure  for  the  Borough.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  3^B1  per  thousand: 
live  births j  this  is  higher  than  usual  but  there  is  a  considerable 
_  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  as  this  rate  is  based  on  very  small 

numbers.  The  death  rate  was  15*2  per  thousand,  again  an  average  figure 
for  Todmorden,  but  very  much  higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the 
country.  The  excess  was  again  due  to  degenerative  conditions  which 
reflects  the  high  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  local  population. 

The  regulations  regarding  the  notification  of  infectious 
diseases  were  amended  during  1968,  first  when  infective  jaundice  was 
made  notifiable  in  June  and  then  in  October  the  Public  Health 
(infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968  made  some  further  additions 
and  changes.  The  most  prevalent  infection  notified  during  the  year 
was  measles  of  which  there  were  66  cases.  An  intensive  vaccination 
campaign  was  started  in  April,  and  a  total  of  1922  susceptable  children 
were  vaccinated  in  this  Health  Division. 

Once  again  I  am  able  to  report  that  only  four  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
were  notified  during  the  year  and  only  12  cases  have  been  notified  in  th* 
past  four  years.  This  is  a  remarkable  improvement  when  one  considers 
that  only  15  years  ago  this  Borough  was  receiving  as  many  as  30  notlfi-  l 
cations  each  year.  Many  factors  have  contributed  towards  this  i 

improvement  such  as  early  diagnosis  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service, 
the  availability  of  hospital  beds  and  new  and  very  effective  forms  ^ 
of  treatment;  but  equally  important  is  the  higher  standard  of  living 
now  enjoyed  by  most  of  the  community  and  especially  the  demolition  of 
the  worst  of  our  substandard  houses.  The  Council  has  always  been 
most  co-operative  in  allocating  houses  to  cases  with  medical  priority  ~ 
and  this  policy  has  played  a  significant  role  in  the  control  and 
prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 
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The  Public  Health  Department  has  continued  to  advise,  to  inspect 
and  to  sample  in  order  to  ensure  that  standards  are  observed  with  regard 
to  food  hygiene,  pure  milk,  clean  water  and  clean  air,  During  the  year 
151  samples  were  taken  of  untreated  farm  bottled  milk  and  in  three  cases 
brucella  organisms  were  founds  The  farmers  concerned  were  most  co¬ 
operative  in  identifying  and  isolating  the  Infected  animals  and  it  was 
not  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  requiring  them  to  submit  milk  for 
heat  treatment ,  Private  water  supplies  were  sampled  both  in  routine 
tests  and  in  connection  with  applications  for  improvement  grants*  A 
small  proportion  showed  evidence  of  bacterial  pollution,  but  one® 
again  I  was  concerned  at  the  fact  that  two  thirds  of  the  samples  taken 
had  a  significant  lead  content.  In  each  case  the  owners  were  encouraged 
to  treat  the  water  at  source  and  to  replace  lead  pipes.  Whilst  some 
of  these  unsatisfactory  water  supplies  are  in  remote  or  elevated 
positions,  a  considerable  number  are  in  the  valleys  and  reasonabley 
convenient  to  a  piped  water  supply  and  could  be  dealt  with  by  modest 
extensions  of  the  mains, 

A  further  smoke  control  area  became  operative  in  1%B  and  over 
50^  of  the  premises  in  the  Borough  are  now  included  in  smoke 
controlled  areas. 

The  Councils  clearance  programme  was  unable  to  be  fulfilled 
this  year  in  view  of  continued  difficulty  and  delay  in  re-housing 
tenants  from  houses  which  should  have  been  demolished  in  previous 
years.  Many  of  the  substandard  properties  have  been  occupied  by  old 
people  and  there  has  been  considerable  pressure  on  any  suitable  houses 
from  needy  cases  on  the  waiting  list  in  addition  to  those  fro®  clearance 
areas.  The  Council  has  continued  to  encourage  the  improvement  of  older 
houses  and  in  19&8  a  further  104  applications  were  approved  and  87 
improvements  were  completed.  This  scheme  has  helped  to  give  a  new 
lease  of  life  to  ouch  of  our  older  property. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Abraham  Ormerod  Medical  Centre  is  now 
to  be  shared  by  a  group  of  four  General  Practitioners  in  addition  to 
the  Local  Authority's  health  services.  Plans  for  the  necessary  adap¬ 
tations  were  drawn  up  during  the  year  and  the  work  was  eventually  put 
in  hand  in  December, 

The  chiropody  service  continued  to  be  appreciated.  During  the 
year  592  patients  received  2867  treatments  at  the  clinic  and  a  further 
245  patients,  who  could  not  attend,  received  1127  treatments  at  home. 

The  meals  on  wheels  service  which  is  organised  by  the  Todmorden 
Needy  Sick  Fund  continued  to  supply  24  warm  meals  on  four  days  each 
week  in  the  Borough,  Plans  cure  being  prepared  for  additional 
accommodation  for  old  people  by  the  Council  at  Cobden  and  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  also  has  a  proposal  for  a  further  old  persons 
home  in  Todmorden  in  the  near  future.  This  additional  accommodation 
should  ftaka  a  significant  contribution  towards  supplying  the  need  for 
old  people's  accommodation  in  Todmorden  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
communal  facilities  will  benefit  an  even  wider  selection  of  the 
community;  in  particular  it  should  enable  the  meals  service  to  be 
more  widely  available. 
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In  conclusion,  Ladies. and  Gentlemen,  may  I  thank  you  for  your 
kindness,  patience,  and  co-operation.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  deep 
appreciation  of  the  consistently  loyal  and  energetic  work  of  the  staff 
of  this  Department.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A,  HOSPITALS 

There  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden. 
Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  (National  Health  Service),  Included  in  this  group 
are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  the  Royal  Halifax  Informaryi  St, 
John's  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hall 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  and  Tod¬ 
morden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  (for  mentally  sub-normal  patients). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital, 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  Hospitals  (e,g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanitoria  etc,)  outside  the  Halifax  area 
are  available  when  required.  They  are  situated  in  various  parts  of 
the  so-called  "Leeds  Hospital  Region"  which  in  fact  extends  into  all 
three  Ridings, 

Ba  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot  at 
Stansfield  Road,  Todmorden,  with  an  establishment  at  the  end  of 
1968  of  a  Station  Officer,  eighteen  full-time  Driver-Attendants, 
and  five  vehicles.  The  area  served  covers  Todmorden  Borough,  part 
of  Hebden  Royd  U,D,  area  and  the  Hepton  Rural  District, 

0,  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  and  by  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds,  There  are  also  facilities  for  the 
examination  of  clinical  specimens,  including  cervical  smears,  at  the 
Royal  Halifax  Infirmary, 

D,  ISSUE  OF  ANTI-TOXIN  ETC. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Northowram  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  issue 
to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also 
kept  at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  us#  of  local  medical 
practitioners  in  the  Division.  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of  charge  to 
private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken"  to  participate  in  the 
West  Riding  County  Council's  scheme  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis 
vaccine  is  also  issued  in  accordance  with  the  approved  arrangements.

Children 


Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a  suitable  home  for  the  child 
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either  with  the  mother  or  with  the  grandparents.  Special  advice 
about  legal  adoption  is  given  if  it  is  desired.  These  cases  are 
seen  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  encouraged  to  attend  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  regularly. 

Provision  of  Welfare  Fooda  etc. 

Proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  sessions  for  the  convenience  of  mothers,. 

In  addition*  the  distribution  of  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice* 
vitamin  A  and  D  tablets,  and  National  Dried  Milk,  is  carried  out  at 
the  three  Child  Welfare  Clinics  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 

A  full-time  counter  service  for  these  items  only  is  provided  at  the 
Abraham  Ormerod  Medical  Centre, 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes,  _ 

C.  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  home  nursing  in 
Todmorden,  Two  whole-tim®  and  one  part-time  nurses  were  employed. 

Midwifery 

Two  whole-time  midwives  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to 
serve  the  Todmorden  area.

S*  HEALTH  VISITING 


The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse*  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children,  and  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers* 
The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection* 

E*  HOME  HELPS 


During  1968,  149  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps  as  compared 
with  X60  cases  the  previous  year  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  15,530* 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provides  domestic  help  for  households  "where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective  aged,  or  a  child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age"* 

Of  the  149  cases  attended  in  1968,  Home  Helps  were  provided  for 
the  following  reasons:-  9  maternity,  and  140  chronic  sick* 

F*  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after  care 
of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or  sub¬ 
normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness* 

Tuberculosis 

A  full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in  th® 
Division*  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Halifax  Royal  Infirmary 
and  has  helped  to  forge  a  valuable  link  with  the  hospital  services* 

She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and  helps  to 
trace  and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1968,  visits  were  paid  to 
128  households  in  the  Division*

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Calderdale  Water  Board  Supply 

The  number  of  dwellings  supplied  by  the  Calderdale  Water 
Board  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  5j577» 

The  water  is  from  upland  surfaces  and  is  naturally  soft  and 
of  an  acid  character,,  The  water  is  treated  by  slow  sand  filtra¬ 
tion  through  sand  and  limestone  dust,  A  chlorinator  is  installed 
at  the  waterworks, 

A  bulk  supply  is  obtained  from  Rochdale  Corporation  and  in 
addition  a  further  18  dwellings  in  the  Warland  area  are  also 
served  by  this  supply. 

Samples  of  the  water  after  treatment  were  taken  during  the 
year  with  the  following  results 

Bacteriological  -  7  satisfactory  NIL  -  unsatisfactory 

Piumbo-solvency  -  4  satisfactory  NIL  -  unsatisfactory 

Chemical  -  NIL  satisfactory  NIL  -  unsatisfactory 

Private  Supplies 

There  are  233  separate  supplies  in  the  Borough  serving 
lp126  houses.  The  supplies  are  derived  mainly  from  springs, 
the  water  being  generally  conveyed  to  storage  chambers  from  which 
it  is  piped  to  the  house. 

Samples  were  taken  during  the  year  with  the  following 
results:- 

Bacteriological  -  27  satisfactory  6  unsatisfactory 

Piumbo-solvency  -  23  satisfactory  41  unsatisfactory 

All  the  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples  were 
obtained  from  small  supplies ,  the  main  causes  of  pollution  being 
due  to  defective  pipe  lines  between  sources  of  supply  and 
storage  tanks ,  or  to  the  cleansing  of  the  storage  tanks 
having  been  neglected  and  invariably  when  these  defects  had  been 
remedied  satisfactory  samples  were  obtained. 

Unsatisfactory  piumbo-solvency  samples  were  obtained  from 
14  small  supplies  and  1  of  the  larger  supplies.  The  highest 
concentration  of  lead  found  in  the  samples  which  was  from  a 
small  supply  was  2,4mg,  per  litre  after  standing  in  the  pipes 
overnight  and  2,0mg,  per  litre  after  standing  in  the  pipes  for 
\  hour. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  water  is  deemed  to  be  unsatisfactory  when  lead  in 
excess  of  0.3ffig.  per  litre  is  found  after  standing  in  the  pipes 
overnight  or  0.1  mg  per  litre  after  standing  in  the  pipes 
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for  £  hour. 

The  majority  of  unsatisfactory  samples  are  obtained  from 
isolated  dwellings  and  it  is  impossible  to  provide  them  with  a  public 
supply.  In  these  cases  the  owners  have  been  requested  to  replace 
all  lead  pipe  with  plastic  pipe  or  to  neutralize  the  acidity  of  the 
water  by  the  addition  of  limestone  chippings  to  the  supply. 

Where  an  owner  ejects  to  remove  all  lead  pipe  and  to  replace 
with  plastic  pipes  to  give  a  satisfactory  drinking  water  supply,  it 
is  never-the-less  strongly  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to 
neutralize  the  acidity  of  the  water  in  order  to  mitigate  the 
corrosive  action  of  the  water  on  other  metals,  particularly  copper 
which  is  used  extensively  in  hot  water  systems. 

Every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  obtain  samples  from  all  the 
private  supplies  in  the  Borough,  but  in  view  of  the  large  number 
this  will  take  time.  Where  however  applications  are  received  for 
Housing  Improvement  Grants  samples  are  obtained  without  delay  and 
if  unsatisfactory  are  followed  through  until  satisfactory  reports 
are  obtained  so  as  to  enable  the  grant  to  be  certified  for  payment. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  The  swimming 
bath  situated  at  Shade  School,  Rochdale  Road,  Todmorden,  is  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  school  children,  Technical  School  Students  and 
members  of  Todmorden  Swimming  Club, 

The  source  of  water  used  for  filling  the  bath  is  from  the 
Calderdale  Water  Board  Public  Supply,  Frequent  emptying  and  filling 
of  the  bath  is  unnecessary  as  the  water  is  continually  filtered, 
aerated  and  chlorinated. 

Examination  for  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water  are 
carried  out  by  the  bath  attendant  and  samples  of  the  water  are  taken 
periodically  for  bacteriological  examination.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  by  the  paper  sack  system  to 
76  houses  on  the  Ashenhurst  estate  continued  to  operate  satisfact¬ 
orily  but  the  proposed  extension  of  the  scheme  to  cover  all  the 
Council  owned  dwellings  on  the- estate  and  new  Council  development 
was  deferred  for  financial  reasons.  The  Council  agreed  however 
that  householders  could  purchase  sack  holders  and  paper  sacks  in  lieu 
of  dustbins  if  they  wished. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  a  Dennis  18/25  cubic 
yard  Paxit  III  Continuous  Loading  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  and  a 
Karrier  Bantam  Dual  Tip  Junior  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  with 
Double  Cab,  Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the  work,  providing 
a  weekly  collection  in  the  Borough  except  for  certain  outlying 
districts  where  a  fortnightly  collection  is  made. 

The  Dennis  7  cubic  yard  Refuse  Vehicle  (Side  Loader)  is  used 
as  a  standby  vehicle,  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  market, 
for  the  collection  of  large  items  of  household  refuse  (free  of 
charge.)  which  cannot  be  collected  during  the  weekly  routine 
collection  and  for  clearing  up  refuse  which  has  been  deposited  at 
various  points  on  the  moorlands  etc. 
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The  collection  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  by  the 
Corporation  gulley  emptying  machine  which  has  been  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  the  contents  of  the  tank  being  discharged  down  a 
manhole  situated  on  the  main  sewer  some  distance  from  the  sewage 
works . 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Woodhouse  Tip  by  ’’Controlled 
Tipping"  and  is  carried  out  by  the  driver  of  a  J.C.B.  3CS  Loading 
Shovel,  A  Johnson  "Twin/65  Model"  %  Dumper  with  Standard  skip 
is  used  to  transport  material  for  covering  over  the  deposited  bays 
of  refuse o  The  allotment  site  also  situated  at  Woodhouse  is 
used  for  the  tipping  of  hardcore,  building  materials  and  spoil. 

No  charges  are  made  for  tipping  "other  refuse"  on  the  tip. 

The  estimated  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was 
4,868  tons  and  it  is  estimated  that  in  addition  to  household 
refuse  some  15,686  tons  of  trade  and  builders  refuse  was  also 
deposited  on  the  tips  at  Woodhouse, 

Salvage  recovery  also  takes  place  at  Woodhouse  and  comprises 
the  collection,  and  where  necessary,  the  sorting  from  refusr  of 
various  materials  such  as  waste  paper,  scrap  metals,  textiles  etc. 

Almost  all  the  waste  paper  is  collected  separately  during  the 
collection  of  household  refuse,  in  addition  to  which  there  is  a 
special  collection  from  factories  and  bus iness. premises. 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  was  £2,134 
11s,  4d,  compared  with  £1,229  12s,  2d,  for  the  previous  year.

The  demand  for  our  output  of  baled  mixed  waste  paper  remained 
steady  throughout  the  year  but  the  price  was  low  for  the  1st 
half  of  the  year.  As  and  from  the  1st  June  on  sales  direct  to 
mill  and  to  merchant,  the  price  increased  by  £2  10  0  per  ton  and 
there  was  a  further  increase  on  sales  to  merchant  of  10/-  per  ton 
as  and  from  the  1st  October,  The  price  of  textiles  remained 
steady,  there  was  a  slight  increase  on  ferrous  metals  and  a 
slight  decrease  on  non-ferrous  metals.  Better  prices  were 
obtained  where  the  non-ferrous  metals  had  been  stripped  and  kept 
separate. 

The  sorting  and  baling  of  waste  paper  is  carried  out  by  one 
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employee  operating  an  electrically  powered  baling  press. 

The  payment  by  the  Council  of  incentive  bonus  for  the  employees 
of  the  Cleansing  Department  was  continued  during  the  year.  Follow¬ 
ing  representations  by  the  Cleansing  Department  staff  for  a  better 
bonus,  enquiries  were  made  from  adjoining  local  authorities  and 
a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  September  in  which  it  was 
suggested  that  10%  be  given  to  the  men  on  all  income  up  to  £2100 
per  annum  (equivalent  to  20  tons  of  paper  per  month  at  £7  10s,  per 
ton  plus  £300  for  metals  etc)  and  that  income  in  excess  of  this 
figure  be  divided  equally  between  the  Council  and  the  men,  provided 
that  the  expenditure  is  not  increased  by  overtime  and  extra  staff. 
The  scheme  was  agreed  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Employers 
Secretary  of  the  N.J.C,  for  approval  but  this  had  not  been  received 
by  the  end  of  the  year.

A  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Volumetric  Apparatus  is  installed 
at  the  Medical  Centre,  and  daily  readings  therefrom  have  been  taken 
throughout  the  year.  The  machine  records  the  amount  of  soot  or 
suspended  matter  in  the  atmosphere  and  also  the  concentration  of 
sulphur  dioxide.  Weather  details  such  as  the  strength  and  direction 
of  'the  wind,  cloud  coverage,  general  weather  conditions  and 
temperatures  are  noted  at  the  same  time. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  records  of  the  readings  obtained  from 
the  instrument  are  sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  research  who  have  undertaken  a  National  Surrey  on  Air 
Pollution,  and  these  records,  together  with  those  from  other  author¬ 
ities  are. circulated  to  participating  authorities  each  month.

thence  in  a  generally  easterly  direction  along  the  northerly 
boundary  of  Halifax  Road  to  the  south-westerly  corner  of  No.  117 
Halifax  Road;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  across  Halifax  Road 
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and  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  Hope  Street  Mill  to  the  towpath 
of  the  Rochdale  Canal;  thence  in  a  south-easterly  direction  along 
the  northerly  boundary  of  the  towpath  of  the  Rochdale  Canal  to  a 
point  ten  yards  west  of  the  south-westerly  corner  of  Der  Street; 
thence  in  an  irregular  line  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to  the 
westerly  side  of  the  track  spearating  Longfield  Wood  from  Kilnhurst 
Wood;  thence  in  a  generally  southerly  direction  to  the  south-easterly 
corner  of  Longfield  Wood;  thence  in  a  generally  westerly  direction 
in  an  irregular  line  including  Longfield  Wood;  Longfield  Scout 
c  Quarry  and  Longfield  Road  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  Longfield 

Quarry;  thence  in  a  south-easterly  direction  and  later  in  a  southerly 
direction  to  the  easterly  side  of  the  junction  of  Longfield  Lane 
and  Long  Hey  Lane  including  the  properties  at  Lower  Longfield  Farm 
and  Middle  Longfield  Farm  but  excluding  the  properties  at  Higher 
Longfield  Farm  and  Higher  Longfield  Cottages;  thence  in  a  generally 
south-westerly  direction  along  the  southerly  side  of  Longfield  Lane 
to  its  junction  with  Shoebroad  Lane;  thence  in  a  generally  north¬ 
westerly  direction  along  the  westerly  side  of  Shoebroad  Lane  including 
the  properties  at  Shoebroad  Farm  to  a  point  approximately  thirty- 
four  yavds  south  of  the  Unitarian  Church;  thence  in  an  irregular  line 
in  a  generally  south-westerly  direction  passing  along  the  easterly 
bank  of  Walsden  Water  to  Shade  School;  thence  along  the  easterly  side 
of  Rochdale  Road  to  the  south-westerly  comer  of  the  Knowlwood  and 
Shade  Methodist  Chapel;  thence  across  Rochdale  Road  to  the  centre 
arch  of  the  Manchester-Leeds  railway  line  of  the  British  Railways 
Board  at  the  junction  of  Rochdale  Road  and  Bacup  Road;  thence  across 
the  said  railway  line;  thence  in  a  generally  north-easterly 
direction  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  said  railway  line  to 
the  point  of  commencement. 

In  view  of  the  replies  which  were  received  from  the  fuel 
producers  and  suppliers,  regarding  fuel  supplies  for  the  (No. 6) 

Smoke  Control  Order  it  was  assumed  that  adequate  supplies  of  all 
types  of  open  grate  fuel  would  be  available  and  that  householders 
would,  as  a  consequence,  have  the  option  of  installing  or  adapting 
any  of  the  following  appliances 

(a)  adapting  an  improved  open  grate  to  burn  solid  smokeless 
' fuel. 

(b)  replacing  a  coal  burning  grate  by  an  improved  open  grate. 

(c)  replacing  a  coal  burning  grate  by  an  under  floor  draught 
open  fire,  fan  assisted  fire,  electric  storage  heater, 
or  solid  fuel,  gas,  electric  or  oil  room  heater. 

(d)  replacing  an  improved  open  grate  with  any  of  the  appliances 
listed  in  (c)  above. 

In  view  of  the  wide  variation  in  the  cost  of  installing  the  - 
different  types  of  appliances,  it  was  not  possible  to  estimate 
precisely  the  total  costs  that  could  be  involved.  With  this  in 
mind  therefore  and  in  order  to  arrive  as  closely  as  possible  to 
the  total  estimated  costs  without  undue  delay,  a  postal  survey 
was  carried  out,  and  questionnaires  were  sent  to  all  householders  * 
requesting  information  as  to  the  type  of  existing  appliances,  the 
fuel  used,  the  provision  of  immersion  heaters,  back  boilers  and  gas 
supply,  and  the  type  of  appliance  which  would  be  preferred  as  a 
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replacement^ 

The  Council  houses  which  are  included  in  the  area  consist  of 
the  traditionally  built  flats  at  Vernon  Place  and  the  pr® “fabricated 
bungalows  at  Wadsworth  Avenue#  As  far  as  the  Vernon  Place  flats  are 
concerned  these  were  originally  fitted  with  improved  open  firts 
and  in  view  of  this  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  Council  decided 
that  they  would  not  replace  these  appliances *  but  that  tenants 
could*  if  they  so  desired*  carry  out  works  of  adaptation  or 
replacement  and  claim  the  grant  for  so  doing*  on  the  understanding 
that*  in  the  event  of  vacation*  the  appliance  on  which  grant  had 
been  paid  was  to  be  left  undisturbed  for  the  use  of  future  tenants# 
With  regard  to  the  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Wadsworth  Avenue  * 

6  of  these  were  fitted  with  the  original  Siesta  solid  fuel  heaters, 
and  2  were  fitted  with  open  firts  in  tiled  surrounds#  The  Housing 
Committee  decided  that  as  the  Siesta  heaters  were  now  obsolete  and 
were  incapable  of  burning  the  full  range  of  solid  smokeless  fuels 
likely  to  be  available*  they  should  be  replaced  with  modern 
approved  solid  fuel  room  heaters,  in  new  tiled  surrounds  and  that 
the  two  open  fires  be  replaced  with  fan  assisted  inset  open  fires# 

Of  the  343  questionnaires  sent  to  private  householders*  285 
were  returned  in  the  time  specified  and  from  an  analysis  of  these* 
which  represented  an  83%  sample*  the  total  number  of  appliances 
and  costs  for  the  whole  area  were  calculated#
